Meet in Lexington 1932 

The State Convention of Christian 
churches held at Somerset, Ky., 
September 23 t 0 26, voted that the 
1981 Convention should be held at 
Owensharo. It was also decided at 
this Convention to make the 1932 
Convention a centennial meet, 
ing. This Convention is to b e held 
in Central Church, Lexington. 

This Convention will be for the 
observation of the one_hundredth 
anniversary of the beginning of 
organised cooperation among the 
Christian Churches of Kentucky. 
Central Church, Lexington, is the 
successor of the old Hill Street 
Christian church of Lexington, wher e 
the followers of Barton W. Stone, 
of Ky. and the followers of Thomas 
and. Alexander Campbell, Pa., 
the followers of Thomas and 
Alexander Campbell, Pennsylvania, 
met in 1832 a nd were united into one 
body. One feature of this centennial 
convention will be a pilgrimage to 
the old Can. Ridge meeting house in 
Bourbon County, where Barton W. 
Stone was pastor in 1803. Rev. A. 
W. Fortvne, pastor of the Central 
Church, L itington, and president of 
the convent >n a t Somerset, stated: 
"The Cane llidge meeting house is 
the most important church building 
among the Disciples of Christ today."

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WINTER VEGETABLE STORAGE 
— THE "C6OL" CROPS 

Though actuaj winter is still far 
off, may we hope, it is a timely oc- 
cupation to be planning: for the 
winter vegetable supply, especially 
in a year as we have had. 

Many of us still have beets and 
carrots from the early planting. 
Ordinarily, we might not think of 
them as being: ideal for storing, but 
they are well worth it this year. 
Some of us have parsnips and *lsify 
that have grown out since the late 
rains came. Some of us have late 
cabbage that barely held its own 
during the dry months, and that lias 
made some growth, and may 
make more, but will still not become 
(ftrm-headed in time to store in the 
usual way. All of these things 
-jepresent food this year, however. 

The parsnips we may dismiss in a 
■word; they are best "stored" by 
leaving them in the row they grew. 
' Salsify, too, may be left where it 
stands, except that a light mulch of 
leaves or straw will help it, for sal- 
sify is not quite as cold-hardy as 
parsnips. 

Ideal storage for beets, carrots, 
turnips and mature cabbage is a 
good cellar, one in which freezing 
does not take place and In which 
the temperature does not rise much 
above 40 degrees. If the floor is 
earth, bo much the better, for an 
earthen floor automatically keeps 
the air moist enough to prevent 
wilting. 

Abnormal dryness of the air, as 
in a concrete floored cellar, for ex- 
ample, may be met by sifting soil 
into the piles or crates of stored 
root crops, and sprinkling it occa- 
sionally. Beets, carrots and tur- 
nips should be topped, but not 
closer than one-half inch, and the 
stems of the cabbage should be cut 
off flush with the lowest leaves, but 
none of these rhould be removed. 

Potatoes, too, keep ideally in a 
cellar as has been described.

side pits, or, better still, "caves'' im- 
provised from packing cases or bar- 
rels plunged wholly, or in part, in 
earth. Any inventive gardener will 
arrange for easy opening and re- 
closing made necessary by the with- 
drawal of vegetables from time to 
time. 

In case pits are to be used, it is 
bast to make the units small so that 
they may be emptied at one time. 
In the case of cabbage, the pits may 
be made long and 'narrow; 3 heads 
wide, for example. Such a pit may 
be reclosed each tune, with no harm 
to the contents. The details for 
making storage "pits" are so well 
known as to need no description 

The backward late cabbage next 
claims our attention. Although it 
cannot be transformed into ideal 
cabbage, its quality may be vastly 
improved by giving it protection so 
that it may continue growing'. This 
is fairly simple, for cabbage is capa- 
ble of growing at a temperature just 
above freezing. 

The easiest way is to throw fur- 
rows of earth against the row and 
shoveling a light covering of soil 
over it. Better, is to plow out a 
deep furrow and reset the entire 
cabbage plants, covering with soil 
as before. In this way, cabbage, 
that would otherwise have been 
Worthless, does become distinctly 
usable, and all this is particularly 
important now, with vegetables so 
scarce. 



Sudan grass has caused the death 
of cattle on several Kentucky farms 
this year*, according to reports 
ceived at the Eyperiment Station of 
the University of Kentucky. One 
farmer lost eight head in two hours. 

sorghums. Sudan grass con- 
tains prussic acid, although in small- 
er amounts, according to Dr. P. E. 
Hull of the department of animal 
pathology. It is the action of this 
acid .that causes death to cattle. 

Since Sudan gross contains prus- 
sic acid in varying amounts, cattle 
occasionally eat it without fatal re- 
sults. Tests show that an an 
may die from eating aj> little ai 
pounds of grass, while in other 
stances as much as 60 pounds have 
been consumed before the animal 
succumbed. As an average, 
pounds will be fatal. 

Sudan grass is especially danger- 
ous when damaged b-" drought 
frost, Dr. Hull said. Likewise, the 
younger the grass the more fatal. 
Cured grass may be fed safely. 
Second growth Sudan grass is espe- 
cially dangerous. 

It is the advice of veterinarians 
at the Experiment Station that 
Sudan grass add sorghums not be 
by cattle. 



POWER ON THE FARM 

While the arguments, pro and 
con, c 

"farm relief" continue, the farmer, 
aided by the electric industry, U 
engaged in a movement that has al- 
most unlimited potentialities for 
agricultural progress and prosperity. 
Farm electrification is now show- 
f tangible results. At the begin- 
ng of this year 560,426 farms — 
3 per cent of all farms 
country — used electricity for light 
and power. During 1929 the 
crease in the number of farms 
ploying electricity was 21.6 per cent. 

Electricity on the farm has passed 
beyond the experimental stage and 
is an accepted thing. The problems 
that must still be solved are those 
of financing and constructs 
the electric companies are making 
extensions as rapidly as possible. 

The present high development of 
American industry is the direct 
suit of the application of artificial 
.power — much of it electrical- 
lanufacturing operations. Animal 



to out- and human power are always waste- 



inefflcient. The economic' 
status of the farmer will rise along 
with the increase in use of electri. 

accomplish tasks formerly 
done by horses or men. It is 
too much to hope that within the 
next decade or two the farm without 
electric service will be rare. 



Piof. W. A. Price, Statt 
entomologist and h*ad of the depart, 
ment of entomology and botany 
of the Experiment Station of the 
University of Kentucky, urges farm, 
ers to postpone sowing wheat until 
the danger of Hessian flies has pass, 
ed. Safe sowing dates range from 
October 4 in northern counties to 
October 15 i n the southern part of 
the state. 

Excessive rainfall or drouth may 
affect the issuance of the fly. Rain, 
fall hastens the emergenc e and dry 
weather retards it. The normal 
safe dates for sowing wheat in Ken 
tucky follow: 

October 4 to 6 for the following 
counties: Boone. Kenton, Campbell, 
Bracken, Pendleton, Grant 
Gallatin. 

October 6 to 8 : Carroll, Trimble, 
Oldham, Henry, Owen, Harrison, 
Robertson, Mason, Lewis and Green, 
up.

Urge Farmers To 

Save Seed Corn 

The College of Agriculture of the 
University of Kentucky is urging 
farmers, especially those living 
the areas seriously affected *y the 
drought, to save every ear of 
that can possibly be used for seed 

ixt spring. 

One of the most serious aspects 
of the small corn crop is the possi- 
bility of serious seed shortage for 
planting next year's crop. In sever- 
al extensive areas of the state corn 
is almost a complete failure. 

Unless farmers in such dry £ 

Jte every effort to have seed corn 
this fall, they may be compelled to 
buy seed from outside sources. Be- 
cause the drought is widespread, 
especially in regions growing varie- 
ties, of corn similar to those grown 

Kentucky, it may be difficult 
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nois, Missouri, KaAaas, Virgil 
Tennessee; where"* Kentucky often 
secures seed corn, fyso suffered from 
drought and there will be little sur- 
corn. Regions having a 
good crop grew varieties that are 
>t adapted to Kentucky. 
Attention also is called to the 
fact that last year's corn was not 
considered good seed, and that seed 
used last year was from the 1928 
crop. Hence there is little old corn 
that can be -planted next year. 
"There is unquestionably enough 
rn in Kentucky to furnish every 
farmer in the state with plenty of 
good seed, provided growers can be 
persuaded to save it." declares Prof. 
E. J. Kinney. 

Farmers with good crops are 
urged to save a surplus of seed. The 
iy of saving small quantities 
for home use is to gather 
s from the field as soon as 
to husk from the shock in 
early November and hang them to 
y in a well ventilated place. 

POULTRY NEED MORE MINEK- 
al feed in proportion to their total 
feed requirements than most other 
' animals. Mineral feed is 
best supplied in the form of crushed 
oyster shells, or limestone, which 
furnishes calcium for the egg shells. 
Steamed bone meal may also be fed 
to advantage, especially to supply 
phosphates. The bone meal may be 
mixed with the mash ration. Bone 
meal contains lime and phosphorus, 
which are highly important for egg 
production.

HUGE WATERMELON SHIPPED 
FROM ARKANSAS TO KENTUCKY 

Prof. Geo. V. Page being well 
known in Jefferson County, the fol_ 
lowing article taken from a Bowling 
Green paper will be of special inter, 
est to many Jeffersonian readers: 

Just to .show Bowling Green peo. 
pie how big watermelons grow i n th e 
neighborhood of Hope, Arkansas, W. 
IR. Blair of the Ritchie Grocery 
Company a t Waldo, Arkansas, is 
shipping a 120-pound melon to 
George V. Page, "member of the 
faculty of Western Teachers College. 

Upon arrival here, the ljuge melon 
will be on display at the Allen 
Motor Company o n Eleventh Street. 
It all started when F. E. Allen and 
Mr. Page were in Arkansas last yea r 
and purchased a 72. pound melon. 
Mr. Page expressed doubt when Mr. 
Blair said that the melon was a small 
one, so the native 0 f ' Arkansas 
promised to send a real sampl e the 
following season. 

Both Mr. Page and Mr. Allen had 
forgotten th e occurrenee until a 
letter was received saying that the 
melon was on its way. 

In spite of the drought, Hope, 
Arkansas this year crowned a new 
champion giant melon which scaled 
its way to new heights with a net 
weight 0 f 160 3.4 pounds. 

The previous champion, which was 
grown last year, weighed 152 1-2 
pounds. 

In developing, the big melon, e very 
precaution was taken by the grower. 
During the last month of its record 
breaking growth, guards armed with 
shotguns stayed in the field during 
the night. It was turned a little 
every night, like an egg i n an in. 
cubator, so that it has no white 
belly and is perfectly green and free 
from scars. 

The circumference is five feet 
four inches on e way> and six feet tho 
other.

Farmer Still Seeking Marr's 
Place at County Poor Farm 

Persisting in his efforts to become 
superintendent of the Qounty Poor 
Farm, Dallas P. Farmer, filed suit 
again Tuesday in the Jefferson Cir- 
cuit Court against County Judge 
Henry I. Fpx to mandamus Judgo 
Fox to declare the petitioner elected 
superintendent of the institution. 
The ouster of Joe Marr, present 
superintendent was sponsored by 
County Commissioners Ben L.
